The race for Bloomingdale 
Township 
road

was clarified this week with the 
ruling out of Donald

W all’s candidacy. 
The township electoral board 
meeting Monday morning ruled 
that Wall’s nomination petition 
as “ Bloomingdale Township Re­ 
publicans Party candidate could 
not be legally accepted. 
Earlier, in a letter to Bloom­ 
ingdale 
Township 
Republican 
committeemen, Wall announced 
that he had notified the electoral 
board that he wished to with­ 
draw. His letter was dated Sun­ 
day. 


THE ELECTO RAL 
board’s 
ruling on W all’s candidacy was 
based on the fact that his nomi­ 
nation petition had been filed 
prior to Feb. 1. On that date, a 
new state law became effective 
which would have permitted a 
candidate’s name to appear on 
the Apr. 4 ballot without a cau­ 
cus endorsement. 
The current electoral board 
consists of Pat Savaiano, town­ 
ship supervisor, Leonard Nor- 
berg, township clerk, and Wall, 
assistant supervisor. For t h i s 
hearing, Associate Circuit Judge 
William L. Guild sat on the 
electoral board in W all’s place. 
Judge Guild advised electoral 
board members that had Wall 
filed again after the Feb. 1 date 
his name could have been plac­ 
ed on the ballot. 
BOTH W ALL AND incumbent 
Road Commissioner Curt Barnes 
Jr. 
were contenders 
for the 
township Republican party nom­ 
ination at the Feb. 7 party cau­ 
cus. Barnes got the party en­ 
dorsement by a 3-to-l caucus 
vote. 
Both contenders had agreed 
to abide by the caucus rules, 
one of which was a promise not 
to run independently. 
Wall had earlier filed his can­ 
didacy under the label of a new 
party, the Bloomingdale Town­ 
ship Republicans Party. 


W HEN H E FA ILED to with­ 
draw from the race by the Feb. 
18 deadline, his candidacy was 
challenged by Barnes’ campaign 
manager, F'red Lewis. 
L e w i s had filed four objec­ 
tions, among them that Wall had 
used the word Republican in the 
name of his party, that he was 
not nominated in a caucus and 
that he had not abided by the 
caucus agreement. 
In his letter stating his wish 
to withdraw, Wall said he reach­ 
ed his decision “ after a lengthy 
discussion with 
the members 
of my family and some of my 
very close friends . . .’’ 
Wall s t a t e d further, “ The 
members of my family h a v e 
been embarrassed by the many 
letters and articles that were 
of a distorted nature and ap­ 
peared 
in many local 
news­ 
papers.” 
BARN ES HAD credited 
the 
objections filed by Lewis as the 
factor which ended Wall’s can­ 
didacy. 
“ Wall was removed from the 
ballot by the electoral board on 
the basis of our objections, not 
because he wanted to have his 
name taken off,” Barnes said 
Tuesday. 
The only way his name can 
be taken off the bailot after the 
Feb. 18 deadline for withdrawal 
is by the electoral board and 
the only way they can do that 
is if objections are filed. We fil­ 
ed objections,” Barnes said. 
Three 
of 
Lewis’ 
objections 
were, however, dismissed by the 
electoral board when it met in 
Judge Guild’s courtroom Friday. 
The hearing was then continued 
to 9 a.m. Monday to determine 
whether Wall’s petition itself had 
been filed properly. 
It was the passage of “ emer­ 
gency” legislation in Springfield 
that was effective Feb. 1 that 
caused the confusion. 
The electoral board concluded 
that Wall could only have filed 
as an independent after Feb. I. 
It was Wall’s contention that 
he had not filed as an independ­ 
ent but rather as a “ new par­ 
ty,” using the name “ Blooming­ 
dale Township Republicans Par­ 
ty .”

“ Riding along through a hous­ 
ing district, the bus we were in 
made an abrupt turn and there 
was the wall. It is in several 
stages of construction. We stop­ 
ped at one of the newer parts. 
“ Instead 
of 
having 
broken 
glass or barbed wire along the 
top there was a round steel 
cylinder which makes it impos­ 
sible for a good grip. 


“ We were allowed to go up to 
an observation point and look 
over the wail. We saw a com­ 
pletely deserted area containing 
only 
watch 
towers 
for 
the 
guards which are always on 
duty in pairs, to watch the wall 
and each other,” observed Gail. 
She said the students waved 


to one pair in a tower and they 
waved back, which is forbidden. 
Another stop for the group was 
at a point where houses with 
brick-filled windows formed the 
wall, said Gail. 


“ We saw a memorial to a 
woman who lost her life here 
trying to jump from the window 
to the sidewalk and freedom. 
Looking through the Branden­ 
burg 
Gate, 
we 
got 
another 
glimpse of the wall and beyond 
that the former main street of 
Berlin. 


“ THIS W ALL was the older 
type of brick, barbed wire and 
broken glass. Main street, which 
was once like the Champs Ely- 
sees (in Paris) or Michigan 
Ave., was falling into ruin,” 
wrote Gail. 


It is the Maria Regina Mar- 
tyrum Kirche (Catholic) built in 
memory of those who died in 
war for their religious beliefs, 
namely the Jews. 
Built in two separate but con­ 
nected parts, the structure rep­ 
resents life on earth and the 
better life hereafter. The lower 
level and courtyard of dark gray 
stone stands for present life 
while the upper level containing 
the sanctuary, baptismal chan­ 
cel and modern art statue of 
Christ symbolizes heaven. It is 
built of almost white stone. 
In contrast, Gail 
later that 
day visited the Charlottenburger 
Schloss, which is the summer 
h o m e of the later Prussian 
Kings. Though about 70 per cent 
of the palace was destroyed in 
the war, most of it has been re­ 
stored to its original form, said 
Gail.

“ EAST B ER LIN is a gray 
growing city destined to be the 
showplace of the 
Communist 
world,” wrote Gail after visiting 
the city on a tour with other 
AFS students. 
While East Berlin is 10 years 
behind in restoration of its war- 
devestated areas, the amount of 
construction is amazing, wrote 
Gail. Housing developments and 
factories are going up almost 
everywhere throughout the sec­ 
tor, she said. 
The group saw nothing that 
appeared poor nor that which 
may not be for the tourists’ 
eyes, emphasized the AFSer. 
She said they were surprised to 
see that “ The Great Race” was 
playing at the East Berlin mo­ 
vie. Although American news­ 
papers, books and magazines 
are forbidden in East Germany, 
movies are not. 
“ I imagine they are well cen 
sored,” she added. 
Gail wrote that she learned 
the following tidbids about East 
Berlin: 
Within the last few years a 
new economic system has been 
introduced in East Berlin which 
is more capitalistic. 
Coffee costs an equivalent of 
$10 a pound. 
Sixty per cent of the youth be­ 
long to the Free German Youth 
Organization. 
Schools are well equipped to 
teach math and science. Stu­ 
dents also learn Russian and 
English or French. 
A Marxist group exists at the 
University 
of 
Berlin 
which 
thinks that the communism of 
today is degraded and decadent. 
They want to reform and puri­ 
fy it. 
Gail mentioned that President 
Kennedy is very well loved in 
West Berlin. In memory of his 
visit to the city in 1963, the 
people have built a plaque at 
Kennedy Square in front of the 
Schonenberg Townhall. She said 
that everywhere one sees post­ 
cards with his picture. 
When Gail returned to school 
after a vacation during the holi­ 
days, she had a happy experi­ 
ence which she attributed to her 


good mathematical training at 
L a k e Park. Story problems 
which were assigned to the math 
class stumped everyone except 
Gail who had them figured out 
in three minutes. 


“ I ’m not sure if it is because 
of better or more mathematical 
training or both,” said the Itas­ 
ca girl.

Bloomingdale voters Saturday approved by a 23-vote margin 
the District 13 referendum for a 21 cent increase in the educa­ 
tional fund tax rate. 
It was the district’s fourth attempt to increase the $1.17 
educational fund rate set in 1959. 
Only 354 of the approximately 1,600 voters in the school 
district turned out to give the 
referendum its slim margin of 
approval. 
The vote was 186 ‘yes’ and 163 
iiO’ with five spoiled ballots. 
THE IN CREASED $1.38 rate 
will affect 1967 taxes, which will 
be collected in 1968. The new 
rate will bring in about $21,000 
in additional revenue over the 
present rate. 


District 13 Supt. Ralph Loe- 
per 
indicated 
the 
increased 
revenue has already been al­ 
located for higher teachers’ sal­ 
aries approved last month, new 
textbooks, 
h i r i n g additional 
teachers 
necessitated 
by 
in­ 
creased 
enrollments 
and 
for 
special education programs. 
Pleased 
with 
the 
results, 
Board Pres. Lester Harber said 
Monday, “ The additional money 
certainly does not cure our fi­ 
nancial difficulty but it w i l l 
help the over-all situation.” 
DISTRICT 13 has already bor­ 
rowed $30,000 and 
anticipates 
borrowing another $35,000 by 
June 30 to meet payrolls. 
“ I don’t think we will be able 
to finance any additional new 
programs but we will be able to 
hold the line and not weaken 
the educational level we now 
have—which many people think 
is a good one,” Harber said. 
In the district’s three previ­ 
ous referendums, 327 voted in 
January, 1965, 496 in March, 
1965, 
and 
650 
in September, 
1965. 
Attempts for 21-cent increases 
were turned down by 26 votes 
in January, 
1965 
and 
by 38 
votes in March, 1965. A 13-cent 
increase proposal was defeated 
by 72 votes in September, 1965. 


H A RBER credited the fourth 
attempt success partly to 
a 
turnover of people in the dis­ 
trict since the three previous 
attempts. 
‘Some of the 
preconceived 
ideas of an educational system 
are slowly being overcome by 
the change ef people moving in 
who come from all walks of life 
and all parts of the country and 


who realize the need for a good

Farm development which arous­ 
ed so much controversy prior to 
1966 look pretty small. 
The Roselle Countryside sub­ 
division would be bypassed. 
Roselle village officials have 
in the past several years looked 
longingly at the empty land west 
of the village and dreamed of 
industrial development to aid 
the school revenue problems. 
The village’s 1959 Master Plan 
designates those areas for in­ 
dustry. 
Florence said Monday a com­ 
mittee he appointed a year ago 
had been meeting off and on 
with property owners to the 
west in attempts to work out 
pre-annexation agreements. 
The committee, called Com­ 
mittee to Improve Village In­ 
dustrial Climate (C IVIC ) has 12 
members including Florence and 
three trustees. 
FLO REN CE SAID the com­ 
mittee redoubled its efforts in 
the past two months. 
Florence said the committee 
hopes to annex the land in as 
large a package as possible. 
He indicated that the annexa­ 
tion is a long way from culmina­ 
tion.

You r March 1 article, “Po­ 
lice Image Is Ou tdated,” by 
Bob Nordin, is well pu t and 
ap p reciated by all the mem­ 
bers of ou r dep artment. The 
pu blic, howev er, cannot 
be 
blamed for the opinions form­ 
ed as resu lt of pu blicity on 
the Su p reme Cou rt’s ration­ 
alization 
for otherwise 
u n­ 
fou nded interp retations 
and 
decisions. These opinions are 
then fu rther compou nded if 
the citizen becomes the recip ­ 
ient of a traffic citation. To 
the citizen, this again is seem­ 
ingly only for monetary pen­ 
alties, rather than the tru e 
pu rpose of su ch enforcement, 
that of safegu arding proper- 
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ties and liv es. 
A final blow that solidifies 
these opinions is the pu blicity 
relating those few police offi­ 
cers who become gainfu lly in­ 
v olv ed with crimes and crimi­ 
nals. Very little, if any , em­ 
p hasis is p laced on the fact 
that they too are ap p rehended 
and brou ght to ju stice by oth­ 
er policemen, that the effort 
and ex cellence requ ired to ac­ 
complish this end is ju st as 
difficu lt, if not more so, than 
that which ap plies to the ru n 
of the mill criminal. 


MUCH HAS been said and 
written abou t ou rs being a 
free society of laws. The police 
had been saddled with the 
fantastic responsibility of pro­ 
tecting this society throu gh 
law enforcement, while at the 
same time being bu rdened 
with restrictions 
t ha t are 
binding u pon the officers u n­ 
der p enalty of criminal charg­ 
es and civ il su its. 
There is no dou bt that many 
new ap p roaches mu st be made 
in the field of criminal ju s­ 
tice, if law and law enforce­ 
ment is to maintain a ny 
meaning in p reserv ing the 
rights, liv ts and p rop erties of 
the non-criminal. What has u p 
u ntil now been left for the po­ 
lice, cou rts and correctional 


institu tions to deal with, is ac­ 
tu ally going to demand the in­ 
terests and inv olv ement of ev ­ 
ery one. 
Less than p erhap s one p er 
cent of what is needed in re­ 
lation to crime p rev ention and 
rehabilitation actu ally ex ists, 
and if what is needed does 
not become a 
reality , 
U.S. 
Su p reme C o u r t 
Ju stices 
White, Harlan and Stewart’s 
comment in their dissenting 
opinion relating to Miranda 
v s. Arizona, Ju ne 1966, “the 
real concern is—the imp act on 
those who rely on the pu blic 
au thority for p rotection and 
who withou t it can only en­ 
gage in v iolent self-help with 
gu ns, kniv es and the help of 
their neighbors—”, may well 
become fact. 


TWO p u blications stu died in 
the following order; 
“Constitu tional 
Limitations 
on Ev idence in Crime” by 
B. James George, Jr., Pro­ 
fessor of Law, Univ ersity of 
Michigan Law School; and

1. The little au thority t h t 
police may ex ercise in dealing 
with criminals. (Please note, 
almost 100 p er cent of the cit­ 
izenry will coop erate with the 
police and fu rnish information 
in manners that if su ch info 
is obtained from a criminal, it 
constitu tes v iolations of su ch 
criminal’s rights.) 
2. T h e fantastic challenge 
crime is to the whole of ou r 
society 
today ; and 
recom­ 
mendations relating to meet­ 
ing this challenge in money , 
edu cation and training, ap p li­ 
cation of social serv ices, law 
enforcement, cou rt p rocedu res 
and correctional 
institu tions.

Wilbert Nottke, 
Wood Dale Mayor Herbert Gilbert and Addison Village Pres. 
Harry Warthen. 
All t h r e e have responded 
favorably to his invitation. 
A subtle but almost s u r e 
change has been taking place in

lem, Morris said. 
Where once the protest was, 
“ We won’t be taken over by the 
the thinking that would lead to I county,” now one hears, more

it together,” he added. 
NOR IS THIS attitude confin­ 
ed to officials at the north end 
of the county. 
Where municipalities e I s e- 
where are secure tcday in their 
ability to provide t h i s vital 
service, they recognize t h a t 
present facilities will not fill the 
bill in the near future. 
The pressure is on today to 
extend services or s t y m i e 
growth. 
They are therefore expanding 
sanitary plants while recogniz­ 
ing that before these improve­ 
ments are paid for in 30 to 40 
years, they will be obsolete. 
Resistance, what there was of 
it, is slowly breaking down as 
Morris and other officials try 
to work out a mutually bene­ 
ficial program. 
“ What is really needed,” State 
Rep. William A. Redmond (D- 
Bensenville) said recently, “ is 
for someone to stand off and 
take an impartial view of this 
entire situation.” 


REDMOND IS IN the process 
of preparing a bill that would 
make possible the creation of a 
countywide sanitary district. 
However, he admits that his 
thinking on the legislation has 
not “ jelled” sufficiently and he 
still is weighing a number of 
alternatives. 
Redmond suggests that the 
real answer may lie not in crea­ 
tion of a sanitary district or 
county board-operated 
publ i c 
works system, but in a com­ 
bination of one of these and 
a reorganization of the tax dis­ 
tribution system. 
He cites the Village of Oak 
Brook as an extreme example. 
“ TH E OAK Brook 
shopping 
center burdens the rest of the 
county, but it doesn’t benefit 
the rest of the county tax-wise,” 
he says. 
Surely the dollar sign looms 
big in solving this countywide 
problem of providing sanitary 
services, keeping water supply 
and waterways clean, and avoid­ 
ing pollution of ground, water 
and air. 
Should the county be in a posi­ 
tion to offer this sanitary serv­ 
ice it could well discourage an­ 
nexations by home and indus­ 
trial developers to the incorpo­ 
rated areas. 
This thought is sufficient to 
give nightmares to the city fa­ 
thers constantly on the search 
for additional tax revenues.

A decision of the Bloomingdale Township Electoral Board 
rang down the curtain on what has been called the bitterest 
controversy in the history of this township’s politics. It was an 
inner-party dispute within the Republican fold which has reopened 
old wounds and left the township organization reeling and 
devoid of unity. 
Monday, the electoral board removed Jack Wall, candidate 
for road commissioner, from the ballot. 
Legal ramifications involved are extensive and based on 
statutes, attorney general’s decisions, and interpretations of the 
election laws in actual practice over a 
period of time. 
It’s a hazy field, but 
according to the legal people, the deci­ 
sion rests on solid law. 
The electoral board, it is said, sits 
as a judicial body in cases of this kind 
and applies the law to the facts. 
On the surface, the dispute ap­ 
pears simple enough, nearly incon­ 
sequential, between Curt Barnes Jr., 
HEC 
whom the Republican caucus major­ 
ity of 23 comitteemen voted as theTr candidate for re- 
election April 4. The caucus was held Feb. 7. 
Jack Wall, assistant supervisor, had filed Jan. 9 for the job 
on an independent party ticket. Though his name was submit­ 
ted for 
caucus preference, he was overwhelmingly defeated. 
But 
before this, the beginning of a long struggle involving 
the courts had been initiated. The Barnes group, headed by 
Fred Lewis, an active Bloomingdale Township leader, had asked 
for a declaratory judgment in Judge Phillip Locke’s court to 
compel the electoral board to “ hold a caucus,” which the statute 
says is mandatory but which was alleged the board did not 
intend to do. 
Judge Locke called the disputants into his chambers and 
poured oil over the troubled waters. 
He dismissed the case, 
believing he had received a promise to ‘‘love one another” and 
to bury differences in favor of Republican unity and success of 
the Grand Old Party. 
But reminiscent of those firebrand Republicans of olden 
days—Brookhart, Norris, LaFollette, Wheeler, Borah—who 
were dubbed “ sons of the wild jackass,” Bloomingdale 
Township Republicans still refused to pull in harness and 
two more trips to Wheaton were required with some extra­ 
curricular judicial activity. 
This latter dispute arose over the issue of whether Wall’s 
Jan. 9 filing was, in fact, valid. There appeared to be good 
reason for challenging it; further new legislation bearing on 
elections, known as the Blair bills—HB 68 and 69—which went 
into effect Feb. 1, gave new impetus to the effort. 
Here was a decision the Bloomingdale Township Electoral 
board was called upon to make under unprecedented circum­ 
stances. By law, the board—consisting of town clerk, supervisor 
and assistant supervisor—had its own problem as a legal consti­ 
tuted body. 
The body consisted of Leonard Nordberg, town 
clerk, Pat Savaiano, supervisor, and Jack Wail, assistant super­ 
visor. Since Wall was an interested party, he was disqualified 
by law. 
Chief Judge Bert Rathje of the 18th Judicial District issued 
a court order naming Judge Leroy Rechenmacher to replace 
him. Rechenmacher sat on the body at one hearing when several 
legal points were challenged by James Whitfield, Barnes’ attor­ 
ney. Briefs on these points were ordered submitted at a new 
hearing, by both sides. 
Meanwhile Rechenmacher had gone on a vacation, and it 


was necessary for a new court order to be issued naming a new 
judge. Judge William Guild, a DuPage Circuit judge and former 
Illinois attorney general, was named to sit in place of Rechen­ 
macher. Thus this board was assured a strong judicial status. 
Last week the briefs, which had been ordered filed, were 
received. 
Attorney James Whitfield challenged the Jan. 9 filing of 
Jack Wall, contending that it was without validity. He had 
previously cited the Blair bills, which challenged the use of 
“ Republican” on a party name of an independent candidate. 
It was agreed that he would furnish support for his position 
the next day. 
And Monday Wall was ousted! 
According to Savaiano this was the first test of the new 
statute which became effective Feb. 1. It has yet to receive 
court interpretation. 


Wall’s Jan. 9 filing was invalidated; it is held questionable 
whether it could stand up under either the old or the new statute. 
It was considered premature. 
Although Wall voluntarily withdrew before the decision, this 
was held to be of no force or effect, since the board ruled he had 
no valid right on the ballot. 
“ U’s the first time the new election law has been tested,” 
says Savaiano, “ to a point where a definite decision on its 
validity was made. This is a legal decision and interprets 
the law so that it can be made applicable in Bloomingdale 
Township.” 
But there are still some questions that ought to be raised. Is 
the electoral board other than a quasi-judicial body—allowing, of 
course, for the extensive judicial and legal experience of Judge 
Guild? The other two members on the board are part and parcel 
of a political organization. The question will be raised: 
How 


much of a political decision and how much of a judicial decision 
is this? You can’t be actively in politics and not think politically. 
Further, did this decision of the electoral board get at the 
heart of the controversy? That question is: May an independent 
“ new party” use the name “ Republican” or “ Democrat” after 
a caucus, required by statute, running candidates under either 
of those names? That was not challenged under the old statute 
But Attorney Whitfield has challenged it in this procedure, 
holding that the new Blair bills seek to avoid duplication of 
party names; that the “ intent” of the law: 
not to call 
different local election parties by the same nationally known 
party names, there being only one Republican Party and 
one Democratic Party. 
These questions are not resolved by the Bloomingdale Town­ 
ship Electoral Board decision Monday, and they are going to be 
heard from again.

is the newspaper business is 
more alive and vital today than 
ever. Newspapers are stronger, 
more prosperous, and providing 
mare jobs and better opportun­ 
ities than at any other time.” 
THE EDITO R said city news­ 
paper mergers have been more 
than offset by development of 
new publications, especially in 


growing suburban areas. 
“ The newest, brightest, fast-1 
est-growing field of newspaper 
journalism 
is 
the 
suburban 
press,” said Hayes. “ The ca- j 
reer opportunity awaiting young 
journalists in suburbia may well 
be one of the brightest of this [ 
half of the 20th century.”

“ I welcome the fact that news

Madigan. “ I know thure are 
reporters in newspapers, mag­ 
azines, and radio-television who 
are still capable of distortion, 
of slanting, of sensationalizing 
for sensation’s sake, of hurting 
or grinding an axe. But their 
number is dwindling.
